The April 1 date, being closest to 
March 21, puts Easter on the follow- 
ing Sunday, April 5. This fixes Ash 
Wednesday, beginning of Lent, Feb. 
18, and Good Friday, April 3. 

As Eastertide approaches, folks 
turn to the calendar in the hope of 
finding the date marked, but many 
modern calendars do not give the 
answer. Some people find out eventu- 
ally when there are about six days 
left to buy the new spring outfit. 

The term Easter in Anglo-Saxon 
is derived from ‘‘Ostera " the divinity 
of spring of the ancient Norsemen, 
who was welcomed in a_ festival of, 
her annual return. 

The forerunners of Easter was the 
celebration of the ‘‘Pesath" or ‘‘pass- 
ing over" by the 12 tribes of Israel 
to commemorate the passing of the 
angel of the Lord over the Hebrew 
households when death smote the 
first-born of the Egypffans. 

Early Christians began to observe 
the Jewish festivals in a ‘new spirit 
because the Resurrection overshadow: 
ed all events of the past.

A Fine Record 


Story Of A Spitfire That Avenged 
A Canadian’s Death 


This is tne story of a Spitfire that 
roared through the skies to avenge 
a Canadian's death and won for it- 
self a brilliant war record before it 
was wrecked in a collision. 

The ship's name was the “Alloway,” 
named after Fit.-Lt. Hamilton 
(Hammy) Alloway, Winnipeg. who 
was killed in an air crash in Britain 
five years ago. Funds were raised to 
provide the Spitfire for Britain and 
as part of the Basutoland squadron 
it took part in 40 operafional flights, 
provided escort for bombers raiding 
German-held territory and destroyed 
at least two—and possibly three 
enemy aircraft that brushed wings 
with it. 

On one occasion, 
countered three Messerschmitts.

Strength of the British navy. is 
growing but because of the Germans’ 
building capacity and the wide range 
of their naval bases, the battle with 
the submarines is continuous, the 
minister, said. ‘Nevertheless, 4 heavy 
toll is being taken and it séems clear 
to us thht one of the great problems 
of the enemy is to man their new 
submarines with efficiently trained 
crews," he added. 

Mr. Alexander told of the destruc- 
tion last year of the submarine U-100, 
commanded by Schepke, one of the 
Nazis’ ace commanders. 

“He left Kiel in order to attack a 
convoy and when he came in the area 
he dived and remained submerged 
until darkness when a British de- 
stroyer appeared out of the mist,” he 
said. ‘After dark he came up again. 
but the destroyer was still on the 
scene and Schepke dived again. 

“A depth chargé attack drove him 
out of his position and he surfaced 
astern of the convoy. He believed 
the escort would be out of position, 
but it was stronger than he knew. 
Three destroyers sighted him and 
closed for the attack. 

“Schepke crash-dived, but too 
late. Depth charges smashed his 
lights. as the U-boat dived deeper 
with the crew in pitch darkness. In a 
second attack his pumps were put 
out of action, air was escaping and 
| water was coming into the bilges. 
Deeper went the submarine. 

Schepke was a determined man. 
The batfle went on for three hours 
| with U-100 helpless, but only because 

e destroyers were waiting for the 
kill. Eventually the U-boat surfaced 
| to find a destroyer going full speed 
| ahead to ram him. 

“Too late Schepke saw what was 
coming. He shouted order to aban- 
don ship, but as the crew hurried on 
deck scrambling into life-belts the 
crash came. It was only possible to 
‘save six of her crew.”

Dominion Wide Red 
ross Appeal For 
ine Million Dollars 


An apeal for $9,000,000 -in vo- 
luntary contributions to the work 
of the Red Cross Society will be 
Jaunched throughout Canada on 
May 11 and through the succeed- 
ing two weeks. This was an- 


Jackson Dodds, chairman of the 
central council, and Mr. Justice 
P.-H. Gordon, chairman of the na- 
tional executive of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society. 

“The Canadian Red Cross So- 
ciety needs urgently a minimum 
of $9,000,000 in order to carry on 
its work for the current twelve 
months in the mitigation of human 
suffering,” the statement declared, 
continuing, “This is the first ap- 
peal since October, 1940, to the 
voluntary generosity of the Cana- 
dian people. 

“The government of Canada re- 
cently arranged to supply the 
funds needed by various war ser- 
vice organizations, but the Cana- 
dian Red Cross was necesarrily 
excluded from that arrangement. 
The reason for this is that the Red 
Cross Society is International, its. 
position rests upon the Conyen- 
tions of Geneva ratified by Act 
of Parliament. These require the 
Red Cross Society to be supported 
by voluntary subscription, and it 
is only by majntaining such sup- 
port that the Canadian Red Cross 
Society can command the rights, 
privileges vnd immunities granted 
under international law. No bel- 
ligerent government may finance 
the Canadian Red Cross Society; 
to do so would be to destroy the in- 
ternational status of the Society 
and even wipe out its immunity 
under fire.
